$62,000,000 CAPITAL 


Chicago City and Connecting 
Railways Promoters An- 
nounce Plan of Bond 
and Share Issue. 


FIRST LIEN OF $22,000,000. 


This Feature of Consolidation 
Scheme Proves Surprise; De- 
tails of the Trus- 
teeship. 


By capitalizing the future earnings of the 
south aide street railways, and particularly 
those lying in the extreme southern part of 
the city and the Hammond suburban line. 
the “home rule owners of the properties 
have fixed upon total bond and shares issues 
of $62,000,000 for the new Chicago City and 
Connecting Ruilways. 

The capital is to be divided into three 
classes, as follows: 


$22,000,000 5 per cent first lien bonds. 

$25,000,000 preferred shares. 

$15,000,000 common shares, 

The announcement that there would be an 
issue of bonds caused some surprise in finan- 
cial circles after the statement made by Ira 
M. Cobe on Monday that there would be no 
bond issue: It was announced yesterday, 
however, that the bonds will be a first lien on 
the securities owned by the new company, 
some of which have not been issued, but 
which will have a par value of $31,406,900. It 
is claimed that these securities actually have 
a greater value, for practically $17,000,000 
of Chicago City railway stock, purchased 
from the Morgan syndicate, is listed in this 
transaction at $200 a share.

Value of City Railway. 

The value of the Chicago City railway. 
under the ordinance, is approximately $37,- 
000,000, and it has outstanding $22,000,000 
rehabilitation bonds, which netted the com- 
pany about 8 and which are a first lien on 
the physical property. There is outstanding 
$18,000,000 in stock, and during the last two 
years the net earnings of the road have been 
between 9 and 10 per cent on the stock. 

The other securities mentioned in the Ust 
of those taken over by the Chicago City and 
Connecting Railways represent all the out- 
standing securities of the various properties. 
No statement of the earnings of the Calumet 
and South Chicago road has been issued since 
its reorganization and operation by the Chi- 
cago City railway company, but it was stated 
by a traction official during the day that the 
road is not quite earning ſta operating ex- 
penses and bond interest.

TAFT 10 TRY 10 END STRIKE 


Conference on Switehmen's Case 
Will Be Held at White House. 


SIDES. 


President Hopes to Avert Impeding of 
Traffic on Railroads. 


President Taft will use his good offices to 
end the strike of the switchmen in the north- 
west and thus avert a threatened general 
strike of crafts affiliated with the railroad 
department of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

This was decided upon in Washington yes- 
terday, when a conference to be held at the 
White house was arranged for next Friday, 
at which fepresentatives of the striking 
switchmen will present their case to Presi- 
dent Taft, Chairman Knapp of the inter- 
state commerce commission, and Labor Com- 
missioner Neill. 

The meeting will be held at the request of 
President Henry B. Perham of the railroad 
department of the federation. In a telegram 
from St. Paul President Perham stated that 
he desired to meet with Commissioners 
Knapp and Neil) and with President Taft, if 
possible. 0 

Mr. Perham passed through Chicago dur- 
ing the day on his way to Washington. He 
held a brief conference with Vice President 
John A. Newman of the Order of Rallroad 
Telegraphers and left at 1 o'clock over the 
Big Four road. 


Interest Shown by President. 

President Taft is greatly concerned over 
the railroad situation, and the failure of 
the peace negotiations at St. Paul, as ex- 
Plained by Mr. Perham, led him to consent 
to a conference on the subject. He has re- 
ceived reports in reference to the status of 
the various brotherhoods with regard to 
their demands for increased wages, 

In his annual message the president noted 
the increase in the cost of living, and this 
fact is expected by railroad men to cause 
him to look favorably upon the employés' de- 
mand for increased wages. The President, 
however, believes there now exists a chan- 
nel for the settlement of disputes between 
the railroads and their employés—the Erd- 
man act—and for that reason he is not dis- 
posed to interfere without due considera- 
tion of the claims of both sides. 

The railroads in the nort West- are pre- 
paring for a finish fight with the striking 
switchmen. No attention is paid by the gen- 
eral managers to the threat of a general 
strike of railroad employés affiliated with 


the American Federation of Labor railroad 
department. 


Plans to Hire Strikebreakers. 
Preparations were started during the day 
for the employment of large numbers of men 
to take the places of the strikers. Unless 
President Frank T. Hawley of the Switch- 
men’s union agrees by noon today to 


the terms offered by the railroads to remploy 


the strikers as they are needed, the recruit- 


ing of additional strikebreakers will begin | 


at once and from that time on the strike will 
be ignored bythe railroad officials. —_.

The general managers’ conference com- 
mittee continued the wage negotiations with 
the general board of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen and Enginemen, repre- 
senting the firemen on forty-two western 
railroads. 

Ira G. Rawn, president of the Monon rail- 
road, and Vice President Newman of the 
Order of Rallroad Telegraphers failed to 
agree upon the appointment of an umpire 
for the arbitration of the dispute between 
the Illinois Central and its telegraphers. By 
the terms of the Erdman act the duty of 
making the appointment now falls upon 
Commissioners Knapp and Neill.

She said she saw Thackeberry give the 
second letter, which was filed with the rec- 
ords, to Attorney Frank N. Reed, who with 
Attorney James N. Loreng succeeded to 
Thackaberry’s law practice. 

She believed Counselman knew of the reg- 
istered letter, but couldn't recall any one else 
who knew of it. In reply to questions from 
Counselman’s lawyers the girl said she was 
sure Thackaberry was at his office on Nov. 
11, the day the letter was received at Ken- 


osha. 
Mother-in-Law’s Affidavit. 


Counselman’s attorneys objected to the 
Bar association committee reading an affi- 
davit from Mrs. Kettelle covering the move- 
ments of her daughter from the time she 
was seized with appendicitis to date, but 
Judge Chetlain ailowed it when Mr. Moses 
said Mrs. Kettelle would come to court for 
the purpose of cross examination if Couneel- 
man's lawyers desired. 

The affidavit disclosed that while the

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New York Exchange Commit- 
tee Pushes Inquiry Into 
Stock Gyrations. 


DOWN TO REAL MYSTERY. 


Daniel G. Reid, Wanted to Tes- 
tify to What He Knows, 
Cannot Be Found. 


j 


New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—The vy 
cial committee which the stock exchange ap- 
pointed to look inte the spree of Rock isiand 
common stock yesterddy made some progress 
today. But it wasn't positive headway. It 


‘Was progress along the lines of eliminating 


arious theories propounded to account for 
the motive and sources of the strange tur- 
moil in the market when the stock jumped 
thirty points and then fell back. 

With these out of the way the committeé 
got down to the real mystery and there it 
rested for the day. In the first place the com- 
mittee discovered the transactions of the 
brokers among themselves were regular. All 
the sheets were clear and no broker lodged a 
complaint against another on account of any 
disagreement resulting from the confusion 
surrounding the execution of the orders. 

There arose a point, however, which re- 
quired the deliberdtion of counsel. This re- 
lated to the claim: of customers that their 
orders Had not been properly executed either 
for purchase or sale of Rock Island stock 
on Monday morging. Some customers who 
had put in selling orders thought their stock 
too cheap. Others who put in buying orders 
asserted the stock was purchased at too high 
a figure. One or two of them had threatened 
to take the case intd the courts. 


Decisions Conflict on Point. 


Decisions in this respect are conflicting. 
The courts ordinarily have taken the quota- 
tions as proved from the stock exchange 
tickers. But they never have been called 
upon to pass upon cases of disputed transac- 
tions made in an excited crowd where simu]- 
taneously stock sold at widely different prices 
On Opposite sides of the throng. The gOv- 
ernors have decided that a test case be made 
in the event that one of the threatened suits 
is brought. On the advice of counsel they 
hold that only reasonable diligence is re- 
quired of a broker. 

The committee considered and took some 
testimony in regard to a charge that agents 
of foreign option dealers had bid up Rock 
Island as protection against calls sold on 
stock. They found little to substantiate the 
allegation and were disposed to dismiss it. 


Anxious t@ Hear from Reid. 

The individual frém whom Wallstreet most 
longed to heay was D. G. Reid, an important 
member of e Rock Island party, who up to 
the pres as had nothing to say. 

It was sald at Reid's offices today that he 
had not been in the city since Friday, but 
wag at his country place in Irvington. The 
butler at the country house replied to ques- 
tions over the telephone that his employer 
had not been there since Christmas and was 
supposed to have gone west. 

Inquirers got just as satisfactory informe- 
tion from Reid’s town house, where nothing 
was known about him except that he wasn't 
there. 

The rank and file in Wall street had re- 
covered from the fright and became jocular. 
They compared Reid's mysterious absence to 
the disappearance of Dr. Cook, and some of 
them wondered if it was not Dr. Cook him- 
self who invented the new way of raising 
the Rock Island flag on the stock exchange. 

But there was no such levity among the 
leaders of the stock exchange brokers. 


Skyrocketing Seen as Climax. 

Propositions came to them and through 
them to the special committee to the gen- 
eral effect that there were two sides to the 
question. They did not come from Reid, nor 
from any ather member of the Rock Island 
party, but from brokers who insisted that 
if the stock exchange was to conduct an in- 
quiry it must go back of Monday's transac- 
tion and examine the books of brokers who 
have executed or been intrusted with Rock 
Island orders for two weeks at least. Mon- 
day morning, in other words, was asserted to 
have been only a sequel or climax to pre- 
vious happenings. 

None of the brokers who made this gen- 
eral suggestion would name 4 date or cir- 
cumetance on which he based it except to 
the authorities of the exchange, and all 
abided well by custom in keeping secret the 
more important testimony brought before 
the investigating committee of the exchange. 


Reid’s Testimony Optional. 

None of the committee members would say 
whether or not Reid had been called to ex- 
plain what, if anything, he knows about the 
episode. The committee can call him if it 
likes, but it cannot compel his presence any 
more than any power on earth could draw 
from W. H. Moore of the Rock Island party 
anything about Sidney Love, the broker who 
did business for him and who quietly closed 
out his business and went away from Wall 
street several months ago. 

The committee cannot compel Reid to tes- 
tify nor can it discipline him in any way, for 
he is not a member of the exchange. But it 
has the power of going into the mystery by 
delving into accounts of brokers who have 
dealt in Rock Island and examining them in 
regard to transactions. Only in this way, if 
at all, so conservative brokers maintained, 
can the mystery be solved. 

Mr. Reid, many of them think, would have 
spoken at once if he had considered it in- 
cumbent upon himself to say anything. 

It is promised the investigation by the spe- 
cial committee will continue tomorrow. 

The committee made an examination of 
the sheets of Monday morning's transactions 
and made a superficial examination of many 
brokers. 

Rock Island etock was subjected to severe 
pressure from the opening of business to the 
close, but held up fairly well under the cir- 
cumstances. —

a law.

for the abuses of stock gambling. ese - 
man Scott stated today that it was alm 
to destroy gambling ® the quotations that 
affect only the price of necessities of Mfe, 
such as bread and cotton.

Provisions of the Bfll. 


The principal provisions of the Scott bin 


ollow: 

: „It shall be unlawful to send or receive by 
telegraph or by telephone any message trans- 
mitted between states relating to a contract 
for future delivery of grain, cotton, or other 
foreign products without intending actual 
delivery thereof. 

“An affidavit may be exacted from the 
sender or the recipient of such messages that 
such products are in actual existence and 
that an actual delivery is intended. A failure 
to make promptly such affidavit shall be ve- 
garded as proof that there is no intention to 
deliver, - 

“Owners and operators of telegraph and 
telephone lines shall not permit the use of 
their property to aid dealings in futures. 

“Telegraph and telephone companies shall 
require commission dealers and brokers to 
file affidavits stating that messages they in- 
tend to send during the ensuing six months 
will relate in no way to dealings in futures, 

„Messages or other matter relating to deals 
in futures shall not be transmitted through 
the United States malls. 

„ Violations shall be punishable by fines 
ranging from $500 to $1,000 and by imprison- 
ment from one month to five years for each 
offense." 

Not Aimed at Stock Gambling. 

„1 think this bill has a pretty good chance 
of being passed by the present congress,” 
said Congressman Scott today. “It repre- 
sents a consolidation and revision of various 
measures aimed at the same result which 
have been introduced in congress by Repre- 
sentative Burleson and others curing recent 
years. 

The bill has nothing to do with regulating 
conditions on stock exchanges: It is aimed 
purely at the evils arising from speculation 
in futures in the necessities of life on boards 
of trade and cotton exchanges. It has behind 
it the solid backing of the cotton growers 
and cotton spinners, and I think I can say 
that it will meet with the enthusiastic sup- 
port of grain raisers and farmers generally 
throughout the west. 

„„It this bill becomes a law it will de im- 
possible for James A. Patten or any other 
speculator to create the crisis in the daily 
lives of 90,000,000 persons that was pro- 
duced last spring by Mr. Patten's opera- 
tions in the wheat market. The people of this 
country were threatened with a rise in the 
price of bread generally and the price did go 
up in certain parts.ofthecountry.

William Armstrong Asks $1,000,000

Charges of conspiracy by New York rail-

He worked at the express ¢om- 
pany’s office until last Friday night, and 
has not been seen by any of his friends or 
relatives since. 

Mrs. Hodder was employed at Madigan 
Bros.’ department store at West Sixty-third 
street and Harvard avenue. At noon Fri- 
day, after receiving a telephone gmessate, 
ahe left the store, saying she was ill and was

Woman Sends Telegram.

Unfamiliarity with the 
ways of the Parisian police makes it unsafe 
for us to question Mr. Herbert’s habit of 
retaining his hat upon his head in Parisian 
drawing rooms.

Market Day in Saxon Town. 


Even by the light of the moon as I drove 
through the quiet town at 8 o'clock this 
morning it was apparent that I had entered a 
Saxon town. The rumbling of carts this 
morning and the squealing of pigs indicated 
market day, and when I looked out of the 
window at 7 o'clock a long solid line of little 
wagons could be seen extending up and down 
the street in both directions. I happened to 

draw the woodyard section of the market, 
and below me for a couple of blocks was a 
continuous line of wagons filled with fire- 
wood. 

Most of the people around the market were 
women, and the majority pure Saxons. Every 
woman wore on her head a kerchief and a 
broad brimmed hat, and on her feet from 
nothing to heavy topped boots, There is not 
much color in the crowd except in the dark 
eyed Roumanians, or, now and then, in some 
fair haired, blue eyed Saxon maiden witha 
white shirt, a low cut embroidered bodice of 
blue or red, a red skirt, and an embroidered 
apron. 

Many of the Saxon women have adopted 
the emboidered leather vests of the Rou- 
manians. There were wagon loads of wheat 
and of brick, and the usual jong lines of 
vegetables and ducks and geese and chickens 
and socks and hats, and booths filled with 
pretty lace. The streets leading to the great 
plaza are filled with venders, all women, of 
second hand clothing. The Jews are con- 
gpicuous by their absence, as they generally 
are in Saxon towns. 


Old Town Fortified. 


From the new town, which is charmingly 
situated in a valley, I wound up the side of 
the hill to the old city, passing underneath 
a great arch, surmounted by a lofty tower of 
the ancient wall; on up by twisting, winding 
streets to the old church, still surrounded by 
its ancient wall, built as a protection from 
the Turks. The view from the top of the 
church wall is most beautiful. Ou three aides 
is a valley closely shut in by lofty walls 


with its flower gardens and tile roofs, many 
of bright colors, well fills the valley. Even 


the people in the market far below. Beyond 
the town are corn fields, now dark brown. 
The church itself is a pretty bit of Gothic of 
the fifteenth century, but within its walls 
are disfigured by the usual whitewash. Here 
and there the whitewash has mercifull? 
fallen away, revealing interesting fragments 
of ancient frescoes. 3 
As we descended we could see entering the 
town a long line of the Honvéd, who are now 
gathering here for the fall maneuvers. Half 
way down I stopped at the tower, with its 
ancient German clock, where in several 
rooms, scattered through four stories, is an 
exceedingly interesting museum, quite local 
in color and covering a period of time ante- 
dating the Roman conquest down to the 
modern life of the peasants. The number 
and wealth of local museums in Hungary is 
really astonishing. From the top of the 
tower I had a good view of the city, and an 
especially good view of the old wall which 
surrounds the ancient city and which, in 
places, is as full of cannon holes as a sieve. 


County Building Magyar. 


The town itself is a bit of ancient Teutonic 
World embalmed and preserved for the pres- 
ent generation, and is still essentially Saxon 
in every respect except one; just beyond the 
old tower is a big, handsome modern county 
building, which is thoroughly Magyar from 
top to bottom. In front stands a fine bronze 
statue to Petöfl, the great Magyarized Slovak 
poet, who lost his life near here during a 
battle between the Russians and Hungarians 
tthe liberty war in 1849. 

The story of how the Magyars in recent 
Years have gradually encroached,upon the 
ancient privileges of the Saxons is most in- 
teresting, and, from the Saxon standpoint, 
& pretty sad tale. But what happened here 
is characteristic of what has taken and is 
taking place throughout Hungary. That the 
Sims. and desires of the Magyars, easily the 
Gominant race in Hungary, are justifiable 
there is, in my estimation, no doubt. It 
Stems questionable, however, if the means 
Which they have employed to gain this end 
have always been legitimate and tactful.

Elections Stir Interest. 
Blectione throughout many provinces of 
Canada are dividing public interest here with 
the sensational struggle that is gripping 
England. Nominations were made on Mon- 
day throughout the cities of Ontario, and 
elections will be held next Monday. Not only 
are city officials to be voted upon, but in 
many municipalities local option will be re- 
ferred to the public for approval or rejec-
